Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 9.— It is believed 
that the Maryland Legislature will this winter 
make some restrictions as to racing. As the 
law now stands each association is permitted to 
race thirty days, but the law has been evaded 
by the building of many tracks. There are throe 
at Iron Hill, two at Singerly and one at Elkton. 
This gives 180 days of continuous racing out of 
a possible 313. Last year the authorities came 
down upon the Iron Hill people who were oper- 
ating all three tracks under one charter. There 
was a wholesale transferring of deeds and sep- 
arate corporations were organized. It was one 
of these transfers that caused the recent trouble 
at Iron Hill. The legislature may not, how- 
ever, interfere with the “outlaws.”

C. Whitney is the head of a big syndicate 
which is to have an extensive stable on the turf 
in 1898. He has frequently denied the rumor 
that he is to become identified with the racing 
game in any way, but reports of important 
transactions in which he is concerned are of 
almost daily occurrence and the public is be- 
ginning to believe that the wealthy and popu- 
lar New Yorker has designs on stakes and 
purses. His recent big purchases in Lexington 
would indicate that there is truth in the rumor. 

McConnell stable plans. 

W. A. McConnell, who is now racing Virgie 
Dixon, Mary Cavalier, Swordsman, Forbearance 
and a few others at New Orleans, will have a 
small but select string in 1898. He intends to 
dispose at once of those on hand, and relies on 
that good filly Lizzie Cavalier to lead his stable 
next season. The filly is now on H. P. Headley’s 
farm and doing nicely. She stands 15:3 and 
weighs nearly 1000 pounds. McConnell has two 
very promising yearlings, one by Cavalier— Ex- 
cellenza and the other by Lord Hartington. 
Both have shown quarters in better than 24 
seconds. 

WAS WANG TO BE FISCHER. 

The Eastern “outlaw” authorities considered 
Fischer to be Wang and out of the gossip about 
it, the horse was scratched from last Monday’s 
fourth race. The stories about it all paint a 
Chicago angle to the plot and declare that 
Wang is to be used as some other horse than 
Fischer at any early date. 

INGLESIDE’S NEW JUMPING COURSE. 

The new steeplechase course at Ingleside is 
stiff and novel on the lines of American pro- 
cedure. It has cost some $12,000. The course is 
up and down hiU, and some of the jumps will 
have to be taken at a very short angle. The 
jumps are much more solid and are a bit higher 
than those used in the previous hurdle races.
